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REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN NORTH 
YORKSHIRE 

The Commission are to publish small revisions to their proposals for three 
parliamentary constituencies to take account of local views expressed at 
the recent public inquiry. 

The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in North Yorkshire on 16 September 1993. The 
Commission published their provisional proposals on 15 October 1992. 
Objections to these proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in 
York on 1 and 2 March 1993. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted the 
inquiry recommended three alterations to the Commission's proposals. 
Having considered his report and recommendations and the evidence, the 
Commission have decided to revise their first proposals to accept the 
alterations recommended by the Assistant Commissioner. As with their 
provisional recommendations, the Commission are required to consider 
representations about their revised recommendations within one month of 
local publication. However the Commission are not obliged to hold an 
inquiry into representations about their revised recommendations. 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary, but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. 

Revised Recommendations 

(i) The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended constituencies of the City of York, Harrogate, 
Richmond (Yorks), Selby, and Skipton and Ripon , 

The Assistant Commissioner rejected the counter proposal to split the City 
of York as he considered that it received only limited support. The City 
with an electorate of 14.2% above the electoral quota, has shown slow 
growth compared with the remainder of the county. The seat was closer to 
the electoral quota than it had been when recommended at the last general 
review (then 18.2% above the electoral quota). He recognized the unique 
and ancient history of the City and considered that the long established 
ties in the communities would be broken if the City were to be divided for 
electoral purposes . 

The counter proposal to extend the Vale of York seat to include part of the 
Selby District and encompass Tadcaster was rejected as it carried only 
limited support. 
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The Assistant Commissioner rejected two further counter proposals because 
he considered that they too received only limited support. One proposed 
including the Claro and Spofforth wards of Harrogate Borough in the 

Harrogate seat and the Haxby North East and Haxby West wards of the Ryedale 
District in the Ryedale seat. The other proposed including Haxby and its 
neighbouring towns immediately north of York in the Ryedale constituency 
in place of nine Ryedale District wards which were to be included in the 
Vale of York seat. 

The Assistant Commissioner recognised the anomaly of the Jennyf ield estate 
in the Killinghall ward of Harrogate Borough and its links with Harrogate, 
but no one wanted the entire Killinghall ward moved out of the Skipton and 
Ripon constituency. He felt unable to recommend a boundary which divided 
a ward. This view was shared by the Commission who agree with the 

Assistant Commissioner that the remedy lies in adjusting ward boundaries. 
The Commission see no sufficient reason for departing from their long 
established policy of not dividing wards. 

(ii) The Commission have decided to amend their proposals for the 

provisionally recommended constituencies of Ryedale, and Scarborough. 

The Commission noted that to exclude Cayton ward from the proposed 
Scarborough constituency would break the strong local ties which exist with 
Scarborough. There was no evidence at the inquiry to support interchanging 
the Cayton ward with any other Scarborough Borough ward as all wards 
claimed well established links with Scarborough. Consequently, the 

Commission accepted the Assistant Commissioner's recommendation to transfer 
the Cayton ward from the Ryedale constituency to the Scarborough 
constituency, despite the fact that this will result in the Ryedale 
constituency having the lowest electorate in the county, and in a slightly 
higher disparity of 15,945 between the highest, City of York, (79,127) 
constituency and the lowest constituency, Ryedale (63,182). 

( iii ) The Commission also accepted the arguments that the Scarborough seat 
should be renamed Scarborough and Whitby, which more accurately describes 
the extent of the seat, and that the Vale of York seat be renamed Vales of 
Yorkshire. Both these new names appeared to command more support locally 
than the Commission's proposed names. 

The above decisions mean that alterations have to be made to the 
provisional recommendations for three seats but no change is necessary to 
the other five provisionally recommended seats. The Commission have 
decided to amend their proposals as follows: 

(a) the Vale of York seat will be named Vales of Yorkshire; 

(b) the Scarborough seat will be named Scarborough and Whitby; and 

(c) the Cayton ward of Scarborough Borough will be transferred from 
Ryedale to Scarborough and Whitby. 

The full details are set out below and on the attached outline map. 

Composition of constituencies 

The Commission now recommend that (1991 electorates in brackets): 

(i) No change be made to the name or composition of the following five 
provisionally recommended seats:

RICHMOND (YORKS) COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (64,287) 

SELBY COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (72,159) 

SKIPTON AND RIPON COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (70,154) 

(ii) No change be made to the composition of the proposed Vale of York 
seat but the revised name would be: 

VALES OF YORKSHIRE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (65,009) 

(iii) The name and composition of the two revised constituencies would be: 

RYEDALE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (63,182) The District of Ryedale wards: 
Amotherby, Ampleforth, Birdsall, Dales, Ebberston, Helmsley, Hovingham, 
Huntingdon North, Huntingdon South, Kirby Misperton, Kirkbymoorside , 
Malton, Norton, Osbaldwick and Heworth, Pickering, Rillington, Sherburn, 
Sheriff Hutton, Stockton and Bosall, Strensall, Thornton Dale; and the 
Borough of Scarborough wards: Filey, Hertford.

REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
CLEVELAND 



The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended constituencies of Hartlepool, Middlesbrough, 
Stockton North and Stockton South, but have decided to revise their 
provisionally recommended Langbaurgh and Redcar constituencies to create 
constituencies that have a greater adherence to local ties and identity, 
as argued in representations received by the Commission prior to the local 
inquiry and before the Assistant Commissioner at the inquiry. 



The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in Cleveland on 16 September 1993. The 
Commission published their provisional proposals on 1 October 1992. 
Objections to these proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in 
Middlesbrough on 9 and 10 March 1993. The Assistant Commissioner who 
conducted the inquiry recommended some revisions to the Commission's 
proposals . 

Having considered his report, recommendations and the evidence, the 
Commission have decided to adopt those recommendations and revise their 
proposals accordingly. As with their provisional recommendations, the 
Commission are required to consider representations about their revised 
recommendations within one month of local publication. However, the 
Commission are not obliged to hold an inquiry into representations about 
their revised recommendations. 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary, but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. 
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Revised Recommendations 



(i) The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended constituencies of Hartlepool, Middlesbrough, 
Stockton North and Stockton South. 

The Commission noted that no representations had been made against their 
provisional recommendation to retain the boundary of the Hartlepool 
constituency, which is coterminous with the Borough and has a 1991 
electorate (68,761) close to the electoral quota. 

The Commission further noted that no objection had been made to their 
provisional recommendation to transfer the three Middlesbrough Borough 
wards of Ayresome, Brookfield and Kader from the current Stockton South 
constituency, although the destination of the Brookfield and Kader wards 
to either Middlesbrough (as provisionally recommended) or Langbaurgh had 
been in dispute. The Commission agreed with the Assistant Commissioner's 
recommendation that the evidence advanced in respect of local ties 
indicated that all three wards should be transferred en bloc to 
Middlesbrough, noting also that if Brookfield and Kader were included in 
Langbaurgh, the shape of the Langbaurgh constituency would be considerably 
worse . 

Given their decision to recommend the transfer of all three wards to 
Middlesbrough, the counter proposal which called for the inclusion of the 
Middlesbrough Borough wards of Easters ide and Park End (currently in 
Langbaurgh) to Middlesbrough, could not be accepted since this would result 
in a 1991 Middlesbrough electorate of 81,708 (over 17% above both the 
electoral quota and the average constituency electorate in the county) . 

The Commission agreed with the Assistant Commissioner's recommendation not 
to revise their provisionally recommended boundary between Stockton North 
and Stockton South. They considered that the evidence did not justify the 
considerable disruption necessary to include most of the town centre in one 
seat . Other proposals put forward at the inquiry resulted in too much 
disruption and had little or no support. 

(ii) The Commission have decided to revise their provisionally recommended 
Langbaurgh and Redcar constituencies to create constituencies that have a 
greater adherence to local ties and identity, as argued in representations 
received by the Commission prior to the local inquiry and before the 
Assistant Commissioner at the inquiry. The Commission have therefore 
decided to amend their proposals by the following change of constituency 
name and transfers of wards between their provisionally recommended 
constituencies : 

(a) the Langbaurgh constituency should be renamed Middlesbrough South 
and East Cleveland; 

(b) the Langbaurgh-on-Tees Borough ward of Saltburn should be 
transferred from Redcar to Middlesbrough South and East 
Cleveland; and 

(c) the Langbaurgh-on-Tees Borough ward of Ormesby should be 
transferred from Middlesbrough South and East Cleveland to 
Redcar . 
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• The Commission noted the consensus of local opinion that the current name 
of the Langbaurgh seat led to confusion and agreed with the Assistant 
Commissioner that the suggested name of Middlesbrough South and East 
Cleveland should be adopted to reflect more accurately the area covered by 
the constituency. 

The Commission further noted that the cases presented for the retention of 
the Langbaurgh-on-Tees Borough ward of Saltburn in the Langbaurgh 
constituency or the transfer of the ward to Redcar (en bloc with the 
Longbeck and St Germain's wards as provisionally recommended) had both been 
well argued. The Commission agreed with the Assistant Commissioner that 
the evidence indicated that Saltburn* s ties were primarily with the inland 
settlements of East Cleveland rather than with Marske and New Marske . The 
Commission considered that there was no reason why they should not separate 
Saltburn from Longbeck and St Germain's, notwithstanding their inclusion 
within the same civil parish. 

Given their decision in respect of Saltburn, it was no longer necessary to 
transfer the Langbaurgh-on-Tees Borough ward of Ormesby to equalise the 
electorates and the Commission agreed with the Assistant Commissioner that 
the evidence did not justify the disruption involved in their provisional 
recommendation to transfer Ormesby (currently in Redcar) to Langbaurgh.

Newcomen, Normanby, Ormesby, Redcar, St Germain's, South Bank, Teesville, 
West Dyke. 

MIDDLESBROUGH SOUTH AND EAST CLEVELAND COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (69,836) The 
Borough of Langbaurgh-on-Tees wards : Belmont, Brotton, Guisborough, Hutton, 
Lockwood and Skinningrove, Loftus, Saltburn, Skelton; the Borough of 
Middlesbrough wards: Easterside, Hemlington, Marton, Newham, Nunthorpe, 
Park End, Stainton and Thornton.
